Black, consul 
to Buda-Pesth, has been recalled by the 
state department, causes quite a stir in 
this city, the home of Mr. Black.

Black is a republican, althf)Ugh appoint- 
ed by the Cleveland administration, 
through the influence of Congressman 
Foran, of this district. 
The cause of 
Mr. Black's removal was the writing of 
a letter to a New York Hungarian news- 
paper, in which he severely criticised 
the Austria-Hungarian government with 
^ference to its tariflf policy. 
Consul 
General Jusien, at Vienna, wrote Mr. 
Black concerning his letter, which he 
characterized as an exhibition of worse 
taste than even that of the SackAalle- 
West effusion. The consul general also 
called the attention of Secretary Bayard 
to Mr. Black's breach of diplomatic pro- 
priety, the result being Mr. Black's re- 
call.

o n tlie Streets of New Vork m a Be- 
•nit of tlae Oreat Street Car 
Strike—laiereetlmv 
Detalla. 


NBW YOKK, Jan. 30.—New Ycnrkers 
were compelled to foot it again this 
morning. 
At least that portion of them 
whose places of business are located in 
the districts remote from the elevated 
roads. 


The Twenty-third street line was tied 
up this morning and it was reported 
that the Bleecker street road would be 
tied up, too, before the day was far ad- 
vanced. 


The«Btable8 of the Sixth Avenue rail- 
road presented a deserted appearance at 
day-break. 
None of the strikers were 
to be seen, and only a few drowsfy po- 
licemen were on guard. 
Superintendent 
Moore, of the company, informed the 
United Press reporter that the company 
would attempt to run all the cars it 
could man to-day. 
On some of the 
street comers along the line of the road 
a few strikers were assembled, discus- 
sing 
the 
outlook. 
At t&e stables 
of 
the 
Broadway 
and 
Seventh 
avenue railroad company all was quiet. 
Of course, there were knots of strikers 
here and there in the vicinity and along 
the side streets, but up to 9 o'clock the 
interference of the police had not been 
called for. Posted on the window of the 
strikers' office was the following notice: 
'All employes of this company who do 
not report for duty on the 30th inst. be- 
fore noon, will be discharged and paid 
off on the 31st. 
Those who do report 
will be given employment in the usual 
course of business, and will be given 
full protection in the discharge of their 
work." 


This notice is signed by Superintend- 
ent Newell. 


The strikers keep pretty well posted 
regarding the situation throughout the 
city. 
At the Eighth avenue stables, 
several of them were able to inform the 
reporter that the Twenty-third street 
and Christopher street roads had been 
tied up. 
The poUce anticipate some 
trouble at the various car stables if at- 
tempts are made to run cars. 
The ut- 
most good feeling seems to exist be- 
tween the police and strikers, and it is 
no uncommon sight to see blue coats 
discussing the situation with the men. 
All was quiet at the east end between 2 
and 6 o'clock, this morning, no attempts 
being made by the strikers to cause any 
trouble. 
At the stables of the Grand 
street crossing, town line, Inspector 
Byms was on hand at 7 o'clock, with a 
large force ot men to help Superintend- 
ent 
White 
to run 
his 
first 
car 
across 
town. 
At 
734, 
a 
car 
under 
control 
of 
Driver 
Brodie 
and 
Conductor 
Dangus, 
with five policemen, left the stables 
and proceeded to the ferry, at the foot 
of Grand street, where it was soon filled 
with passengers and started across town 
to Des Crosses street ferry. At Gouick 
street a stop had to be made to remove 
a large double truck which had been 
thrown across the track. 
A crowd of 
about 500 people gathered around the 
officers while they were lifting the truck 
and several bricks were thrown at them. 
At this juncture Inspector Byrnes and a 
dozen policemen put in an appearance. 
One arrest was made and the oar pro- 
ceeded on its way. 
A crowd of strikers 
followed the car across town, but no 
further trouble occured. 


On the return trip everything went 
smoothly until making the turn into 
Grand street, where a truck was found 
aOToss the track, but it was removed 
without any trouble. 


At Soath Fifth avenue the strikers 
tossed a dray across the track, and 
placed other obstructions in front of the 
car, and 1,000 people were soon assem- 
bled. 
A squad of policemen made their 
appearance and dispersed the crowd, 
but obstructions continued to be placed 
on the track until the oar reached 
Williams' street fetty. 


At the B d t Company's stables, at 10 
o'clock, the situation was threatening. 
An immense throng of strikers and their 
sympathizers was gathered and they 
threatened to throw the cars into the 
river if. any attempt was made to run 
them. 
The saloons'in this locality are 
doing a rushing bosiliess and itlooks as 
if blood wonld flow if the company per- 
sists in moving their oars. 
The police 
are on hand and President Soribner says 
he wiU start his cars. 


Oars were run on the Forty-second 
street Orofls Town line and the Fourth 
avenue line, under diarge of the poUoe, 
Aboat 11 o'clock the s t r i l a aad the 
police had an encounter on Carminer 
street. 
A «*ng of sfcrikm had upset

streets. Hostilities began when the next 
Sixth avenue oar approached the vicin- 
ity on its way down town. An immense 
crowd had assembled and the police 
made a drive to scatttT it, freely using 
their clubs. 
The rioters held their 
ground and 
Officer Shanahan 
was 
knocked down. 


Captains Copeland and Brogan, with 
their reserves, hastened to the scene. 
T h ^ were received with a shower of 
stones from the house tops that battered 
in their helmets. 
Policeman Bums, 
whose club had been wrenched from 
him by the mob, drew his pistol and 
fired into the crowd. 


The police at this moment charged 
the crowd, and, clubbing right and left, 
soon cleared the street. 
Men with bat- 
tered and bleeding heads ran in every 
direction. 
One man was reported shot, 
but his name could not be ascertained, 
whoever he was. 
His friends carried 
him off to some secret place, as no trace 
of a striker with a bullet wound could 
be found. 


One arrest was made. 
A dozen of 
the strikers were compelled by the 
police to remove the obstmctions froifi 
the tracks. Some of the scattered strikers 
attempted to build another barricade of 
beer barrels at Charlton and Varick 
streets, but a troop of police dispersed 
them, arresting two of their number. 


A large number of prisoners charged 
with attempting to destroy the railroad 
company's property and with 
rioting, 
were brought up in the different police 
courts this morning. 
Some were sen- 
tenced to pay fines, some were sent to 
the island for short terms, and others 
were held for trial on criminal charges. 


Serious trouble is anticipated this 
aftemoon if the Street Car comjjany 
persist in mnning their cars, as the 
strikers say they will prevent it, even if 
some of them have to loose their lives. 


At 1 o'clock a serious tussle took place 
at Fiftieth street and Sixth avenue, but 
the police drove the crowd back with 
theii' clubs. 


SENATOR Al.L,ISOIV. 


Hie Friend« Say He will Not « o into 
tbe Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Senator Alli- 
son was at the capitól early this mom- 
ing, and gave orders that the door of his 
committee room should be locked so 
that he might be safe from intrudere, 
and have an opportunity to dispose of 
some of the mail that has accumulated 
on him. 
He desisted from his labors 
long enough to answer a question of the 
United Press concerning the conference 
which he was reported to have had with 
Mr. Blaine on his return fi-om Indian- 
apolis last night. 


He said simply: "I have not seen Mr. 
Blaine sinco he came to Washington." 
Mr. Allison said that he would not dis- 
cuss the cabinet or the possibilities of 
his entering it. 


Senator Edmunds had a long confer- 
ence with Mr. Allison this morning. 
The friends of the Iowa senator persist 
in the belief that he will not go into the 
cabinet.

PRINCE BISIVIARCK ! 


Said to be Preparing His Son, Her- 
bert, to Succeed Him. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—The 
Contemporary 
Review publishes an article entitled. 
The Bismarck Dynasty." 
It comes 
from high authority, although it is ac- 
companied by no signature. 
It begins 
by saying that Prince Bismarck cannot 
live long, and quotes a remark of the 
American minister at Berlin, made five 
years ago, that he was surprised that the 
chancellor was preparing no one to suc- 
ceed him. 


"Bismarck waking suddenly to this 
idea," the article says, "began to pre- 
pare his son, Count Herbert, for this 
purpose." 
Count Herbert Bismarck's 
youthful brawls and quarrels, his later 
intrigues, including some disgraceful 
occurrences, in one of which he received 
a sword cut on the head, are reviewed. 


The writer also criticizes the present 
emperor in a severe manner. 
It calls 
him an apt pupil of a cynical master, 
who allowed no sentiment or moral diffi- 
culty to stand in the way of his treating 
his mother in a manner worthy of Bis- 
marck himself, and whose treatment of 
the prince of Wales was eminently dis- 
courteous.

Ctaristlincky, Driven Insane by His 
Wife's Deatta, Suives in misery and 
Piltta tor Seven Honttas. 


Some time last May occurred the death 
of Mrs. Lucky, wife of Christ Lucky, 
a farmer who owns forty acres of land in 
Marion township,a half a mile off of the 
Piqua road. 


The man was left a little son ten 
years old, and together they resumed 
their home at the farm cabin in a dense 
forest. 


Strange 
hallucinations seized 
Mr, 
Lucky's mind. 
He imagined himself 
afflicted with dyspepsia and very ill, an- 
ticipating death momentarily with all the 
accompanying horrors. 
These trials 
and scenes his little son shared undis- 
mayed all these days and nights, and 
their'home is beyond a pen picture. 


The roof of the house tumbled in and 
soon the side walls followed, driving the 
unlucky people into a little 8x10 room. 
This apartment, open to th6 rains and 
snows of the seasons, had a bed, a stove, 
a table and other household trinkets 
jammed into it. 


It was never swept or cleaned since the 
death of his wife, and was filthy beyond 
description. 
The stove was msted by 
the winds and snows, the bed clothes 
were black from usage, the table was 
moss-covered, while one had to wade in 
mud on the 
floor. 
^ 


Mr. Lucky himself bad not washed 
his face or hands,nor changed his clothes 
in seven months. He was a frightful 
object. 
His garments hung about him 
in shreds like those of Bip Van Winkle 
after his sleep of twenty years. His hair 
was bushy, his expression wild and his 
demeanor menacing. 


Deputy Sheriffs Black and Lindsay 
were dispatched to arrest him. 
They 
entered his hut, spoke to him kindly, 
but divining their purpose the feUow 
fought like a demon. 
It was only after 
a desperate stmggle that the maniac was 
subdued, and after being bound hand 
and foot was brought to the city and 
lodged in jail. 


He lived on raw beef and eggs. 
He 
was wont to dispatch his son at mid- 
night hours to neighbor farm homes for 
eggs and meats, on the plea that the 
father was dying. 
The man would de- 
vour raw beef like a wild beast and at 
the time of his arrest had ten pounds of 
meat on his table. 


He had also a craving for eggs, and 
one of his neighbors said to the offic^ers 
that he witnessed the man eat sixteen 
raw eggs at one sitting. 


When supper was served him at the 
jail last night he vowed that he could 
«at nojMng but raw beef and he persists 
in that belief. 


He wiL be sent to the state insane 
asylum, and in the meantime his son, a 
bright boy, by the way, will be cared 
for by his friends. 


THE INQUEST. 


The doctors held an inquest on Mr. 
Lucky to-day. 
They declare him ec- 
centric and "cranky," but not insane, 
and propose that he be publicly washed 
and civilized.

KILLED HIMSELF. 


.Vacob Valk, a Wells Connty 
mer. Kills Himself Oat off i 
Qnarrel Witta His Wife. 


This moming the startling intelli- 
gence comes from Bluffton that Jacob 
Falk, a wealthy farmer, had suicided by 
shooting himself through the heart. 


The affair is of local interest, because 
Mr.=!. Falk resides with her daughter, 
Mrs. Ed. Bro\*Ti, at the comer of Hoff- 
man and Wells streets, in Bloomingdale. 


Last summer Mr. and Mrs. Falk 
quarrelled and the wife abandoned 
her 
home and came to this city to live with 
her daughter. 
Falk soon followed and 
endeavored to effect a reconciliation. 
Failing in this, he thi-eat«ned her life 
and was an-ested and placed under 
bond. 
Later he gave assurance of his 
goo I behavior and was permitted to re- 
turn home. 


Since then his wife's abandonment 
weighetl on his mind, and, although he 
was wealthy and owned a flue farm five 
miles from Bluffton, time did not as- 
suage his grief, for this morning, before 
8 o'clock, he locked himself in a room at 
his farm home, coolly sent a bullet into 
his heart, and throwing himself 
on a 
bed, called to his children to break the 
door in. 


There are four children at home and 
they speedily did his bidding, but ere 
they could realize the terrible scene, the 
father was dead. 


The immediate cause of Mr. Falk's 
rash act was the pending divorce suit of 
his wife. Some time ago, through her 
attorney, Mr. A. H. Bittenger, Mrs. 
Falk instituted suit for a legal separa- 
tion from her husband, charging grave 
cruelty. 
Mr. Falk and his friends have 
been laboring to effect a compromise 
looking to a renewal of their marital re- 
lations, on a basis of a division of the 
homestead of 130 acres, in Wells county, 
which is valued at 87,000. 


Mr. Falk sent for his wife to meet 
him at Bluffton yesterday, saying he was 
too ill to come to Fort Wayne. 
She did 
not go, and despairing of harmony, it is 
supposed that he went home to end his 
life. 


Mr. Falk has always labored under 
the belief that his wife was insane, and 
so charged in an affidavit when she filed 
suit for a divorce. 


Mrs. Falk heard the news of her hus- 
band's death, without much feeling, 
from the lips of Mr. Bittinger this noon. 
She will go the scene of the tragedy 
with her daughter as soon as her son-in- 
law returns from Woodbum. 
He is a 
well-digger by occupation. 


Mr. and Mn. Falk were married in 
1860, and eight children were bom to 
them.

The first annual report oi the govern- 
ment agricultural experiment station at 
Purdue has just been issued. 
It is in 
pamphlet form, neatly bound with paper 
cover and contains thirty pages replete 
with interesting matter to those inter- 
ested in agricultural pursuits or re- 
searches. AH the experiments of various 
kinds made in the past year are sum- 
marized in a concise and comprehensive 
manner, and the heads of each of the 
departments append reports of those de- 
partments. 
The work of the institu- 
tion has been satisfactory and deserves 
the confidence and support of every 
farmer in the state. 
The report is also 
fijiancial success. The government 
appropriated $15,000 
for its main- 
tenance. Of this amount there is 
balance on hand of $87.09. The re- 
ceipts of products sold from the farm 
amount to $945.66. Of this special 
fund a balance of $264.08 remains un- 
expended. 
Those having the institu- 
tion in hand can well refer to these 
matters with a feeling of pride.
